Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 04/14/04 has been entered. 

Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 

1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE SPECIFIC A TION 

On page 1, in the Title, "HIGH SOLAR REFLECTANCE" has been deleted and "A METHOD 
OF INHIBITING THE LOSS OF SOLAR REFLECTANCE OVER TIME OF AN EXTERIOR 
ELASTOMERIC" has been inserted in its stead. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
invention is deemed allowable over the prior art of record as per said art neither anticipating nor 
rendering obvious the precisely defined method of inhibiting the loss of solar reflectance over 
time of an exterior elastomeric coating composition comprising forming said coating 
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composition comprising an organic binder having a Tg less than -20 degrees C, at least one 
inorganic additive, and a solid particulate organic polymer having a Tg greater than 70 degrees 
C, wherein said solid particulate organic polymer having a Tg greater than 70 degrees C is 
present in an amount such that a volume ratio of said organic binder to said solid particulate 
organic polymer having a Tg greater than 70 degrees C is in the range of 1 .6 : 1 to 95 : 1 ; 
applying said coating composition to an exterior surface; and exposing said coating outdoors for 
a period of greater than 18 months, as claimed. One having ordinary skill in the art would not 
have been endowed with any motivation to cull, from any of the prior art disclosures, the 
meticulously defined method of inhibiting the loss of solar reflectance over time of an exterior 
elastomeric coating composition, as claimed, with any reasonable expectation of success. The 
instantly claimed invention is further allowable with the understanding that the recited limitation 
"exposing the coating outdoors" per claim 1 (currently amended) does not engender New Matter 
as per reasons clearly stated in Counsel's Response(04/14/04, pages 3-4).
